CHICAGO HUMORIST, DIES

Writer of Famous “Line o'Type or
Two' Succumbs to Pneumonia
Chiengo, March 10.—(By A, I')—

Bert  Leston Taylor, well known
humorist, and conductor of a column in
the Chicago Tribune, A Line o'Type
or Two,'" died of pneumonin at his home
here early today after an iliness of two
weeks,

Bronchial trouble for several weeks
took a gerious turn and he had geadually
grown worse the last few days. The
widow, who was Miss Emma Donner,
of Providence, R, 1., and two daughters,
Alva and Barbara Taylor, survive,

Mr, Taylor was born in Goshen,
Muss.,, November 13, 1800, and was
educated in the publie schools and the
College of the City New York. He re.
celved his fiest newspaper training on
a weekly journal published in _l‘lnmo
field, N, J. In 1R08 he went West to
edit the Duluth, Minn., News-Tribune,
where he remnined for three years,
coming to Chirago in 1800. He went
to work on the Chicago Journal and
remalned for two years when his bent
for the humoristic side of journalism led
him to start the column for which he
became fumous in the Chicago Tribune
as ‘B, 1. T."” .

In 1003 he left kis “'Line o'Type
column and the Tribune to contribute
for severnl years to Puck, the New York
Nun and other publications in New
York, In 1900 he returned to the
Tribune and resumed his famous column
and continued it until a foew dave be-
fore his death, Among his better known
writings are “The Well in the Woods,"'
“The Pipe Smoke Carry,””  “The
Charlatans,'” *‘Motley Measures™' and
“A Line o'Verse or Two,"
